MATHEMATICS 




Mathematics is used by everyone daily, either in conducting 
personal business affairs and in activities around the home or in 
business or professional activities. To meet both the general and 
specialized needs of the pupils, we offer general mathematics, algebra 
I, plane geometry, solid geometry, advanced algebra, and plane 
trigonometry. 

General mathematics is a course for freshmen, who have found 
mathematics difficult and desire to meet the graduation requirement of 
one unit in mathematics, or for those who feel they need to improve 
their skill and accuracy in fundamental operations before beginning 
the study of algebra. 

The other courses are for students who plan to enter a vocation 
requiring more than an elementary understanding of mathematics, or 
wish to continue the study of mathematics because of the pleasure or 
cultural value they derive from it.

The vocational agriculture course is taught to meet the learning 
requirements of rural boys as their needs arise for agricultural educ¬ 
ation. 


Vocational Agriculture I students study the major enterprises of 
swine, cattle, and sheep. Included with these enterprise studies is 
farm shop work. 

Vocational Agriculture II includes the study of crop enterprises: 
oats, corn, wheat, alfalfa, and the clovers. 


Advanced Vocational Agriculture includes the study of soil con - 
servation and the different ways and means of preventing soil erosion; 
and farm management, including all phases from renting to financing. 

Students in vocational agriculture, in conjunction with their 
classroom work, carry on individual project work on their home farm. 
Fifteen students have chosen hogs for their projects; six, beef cattle 
seven, sheep, and four, crops. 

A part of the vocational agriculture program is the F. F. A. or¬ 
ganization composed of boys enrolled in vocational agriculture. Forty 
two boys are members of the Richmond Chapter. The boys progress 
through four degrees. Green Hand; Future Farmer, State Farmer, and 
American Farmer.

In first and second year typing we endeavor to develop skill for 
personal as well as vocational use. The pupil is taught to arrange 
material in an attractive form. By giving additional assignments, the 
student is able to advance according to his ability in speed and 
accuracy. 

As the girl finishes her shorthand and secretarial course, she 
should be able to write legible shorthand, to take dictation easily 
and transcribe accurately. In addition to these requirements, she 
should know how to meet the public and use different types of machines 
in a business office. 

In teaching bookkeeping a foundation is laid to teach the pupil 
scientific methods of keeping records either for himself or for his 
employer.

The general shop course is divided into four units: general 
woodwork, mechanical drawing, sheet metal, and electricity. Every 
student is required to make one project applying the acquired knowl¬ 
edge. Allowing girls to take the general shop course the last two 
years, has been an added improvement. 

We are attempting to teach a modified building trades course. The 
twenty one (21) boys have been*exposed to practically all lines of 
building. It is not the aim to make skilled craftsman, but rather, to 
instill a desire to do good work or at least to line them up to the 
best of their ability. As one might expect some of the best boys in 
school are enrolled in this course. It is limited to juniors and sen¬ 
iors .

Society moves in a great procession. The courses in social 
science in the Richmond High School attempt to equip the student for 
his place in this procession. The American history course gives the 
student opportunity to learn of the rich experiences enjoyed by the 
Americans of the past with the hope that this knowledge will prepare 
students to cope with the experiences that lie ahead in a more capable 
manner. 


The senior social science course is American problems. In this 
course students are further introduced to the great cross section of 
the activities of the American people and in so far as possible 
actually participate in those activities.

In¬ 
cluded in this study are: the United States and the world, providing 
food for the nation, supplying the nations industrial needs, our 
neighbors of the new world, the European nations, the Orient, Africa, 
and Australia, and the chief production regions and world trade. 








HISTORY AND ENGLISH 


The study of world history provides the background for later 
study of American history and American problems and hence it is most 
important that tenth-grade high school people start in the right 
direction. All too often pupils feel that history is merely the study 
of past events which, like a book once read, is to be put away for the 
next generation. The world history class used current events to 
develop the relationships between our present problems of government, 
employment, education, religion and science with problems faced by the 
early Egyptians, Greeks, Romans, Germans, French, English, and others 
in the development of their cultures, as well as the use of workbook 
and map study. The class has an outstanding activity this year, a 
term paper. Each student developed further a problem that was of 
special interest to him. 


The importance of English as a tool subject is constantly grow¬ 
ing, whether the student is to go to college or is to enter business 
life directly from the high school, more than ever there is need for 
training in the wise and profitable use of leisure time. The organ¬ 
ization of the English program is based upon the practice in reading, 
writing, and speaking. The units developed in the ninth year English 
class were based on prose and poetry united with supplementary read¬ 
ing, grammar, experience themes, spelling, word study, and oral 
reports.

This year's band, under the direction of Mr. Collier, is one that 
Richmond High School should be proud of. A greater percent of the mem¬ 
bers know the fundamentals of music than has been true of any in its 
history. The first performance of the band for this season was on 
September 21. For the first time since 1942, we were allowed to per¬ 
form at all out of town football games. We upheld the traditions of 
the organization by marching at all games, in spite of rain, mud, or 
cold winds. Then, on November 2, we seniors of the band marched off 
Woodson field for the last time. It was a night we shall never forget. 



With the marching season over, the concert band settled down for 
some real, honest to goodness work. Intonation, technique, and balance 
are the great problems of correct concert playing. This season was one 
in which we emphasized American music. Some of the selections were; 
"Show Boat," by Jerome Kern, "Oklahoma," by Richard Rodgers, "The Stu¬ 
dent Prince," and "New Moon," by Sigmund Romberg. We also played Over¬ 
ture "Eroica," based on themes from Beethoven's third symphony. 



Outstanding also, in this year's activities were music clinics, 
and festivals. Several members attended the various festivals, enter¬ 
ing solos. A home concert was presented to the public this year, for 
the first time in several years. 

We shall always remember Mr. Collier's patience, as he struggled 
through each year, hoping against hope that we had learned just a 
little. All we can do is just say, "Thank you, Mr. Collier, you’ve 
been grand." 

The high school chorus is composed of 35 members. The group 
meets 4 periods each week. A part of each period is used in special 
drill on correct breathing, tone quality, enunciation, and fundamen¬ 
tals. One public appearance has been made by the chorus using the 
choral number, "Holy, Lord God," by Noble Cain. 

A sextet has been selected from the group. They have furnished 
music for the Farm Club Banquet, P. T. A. meetings, and church 
services. 

The junior high school chorus is composed of 49 girls, who meet 
3 times each week. They are taught the same basic fundamentals of 
singing that the high school chorus learns, and one period every two 
weeks is used for music appreciation.
